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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 21-25, the applicant claims the 
cited reference of Boily does not describe a time-space switch that includes both a time switching portion and a space switching portion. 
However, it has been determined that the timeslot interchange switch disclosed by Boily, as shown in Fig. 2, shows the time switch portion 
in portion 24 and 26 and a space switch portion 28. Therefore, the original grounds of rejection are maintained. The applicant also 
argues that the Williams does not show an mth set of data from the first, second and third data collection being communicated in a fourth 
set of data, however, as suggested in the previous action, the mth (where m = 4) of data collection X, Y and Z are communicated in the 
fourth set of p timeslots (where p = 3) that includes slot 68, 77 and 82, as shown in Fig. 2J and K. Therefore, the applicant's remark is 
considered non-persuasive. 
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
